Than 1936 


The Arkansas Slate Hiuhway Com- 


mission has announced a .stale-wide 
traffic .safety campaign for the im- 
iricdinlc pur|M.sc of bringing together 
every resource nf the state in order to 
effect a substantial reduction in motor 
vehicle accidents and traffic fatalities 
during the remainder of 13117. 


The campaign will be under the di- 


rection of Harvey Boolh, traffic sup- 
ervisor for the State Highway Com- 
mission, and head of its safety division. 
While the Stale Highway Department 
is initialing! this campaign, Mr. Booth 
is asking for the co-operation and 
assistance of eve/y public official as 
well as for the cooperation of citizens 
in every walk of life. 


Mr. Booth states thai clubs and civic 


organizations are being asked to give 
the campaign attention at every meet- 
ing during the next two months, and 
that .school administrators and teach- 
ers are asked to spread the word of 
safely through the class room and in 
all i school activities. The 
facilities 


of every radio station in Arkansas 
have been made available for the 
furtherance of this campaign and ev- 
ery radio station in the stale will 
broadcast safety 
information, daily 


during the two months period. 


Deaths Cut 5% 


In the first nine months of 1937 there 


has been a decrease of fatalities on 
Arkansas highways of approximately 
5 per cent. For the months of No- 
vember and December, 19110, eighty- 
three peoplelos t their lives through 
traffic accidents. 
It may be stated 


without apology that the.se eighly- 
thruc people were either "murdered" 
or "committed suicide." For the year 
I'J.'iC, 419 deaths occurred on Arkansas

Native Log Homes 
Going Up in County 


Proper Mixture of Mortal- 


Important for Use 


With Logs 


A number nf new farm buildings of 


native Ings are under construction in 
Heiniislcad county, am! other farm 
families are making plans to build in 
the near future, according to Mi.ss 
Melva Biillingli>n, home demonstration 
agent. Those who have already built 
have found that good mortar is im- 
portant in construclion, she points out. 


A proper mixture of cement-sand 


mortar for use between |O«K i.s essen- 
tial if the mixture b> to hold, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Ida A. Fenlon. extension 
economist in household management, 
University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture. 


Logs for liijililing purposes should 


be cut during the dormant season, 
peeled and .stored under cover for 
drying. They .should cure for about 
.six moiilh.s to forestall drying nut and 
shrinking away from the mortar after 
the Imililiug is eoiihtrueted she points 
out. 


The following mixture i.s recom- 


mended by the Agricultural Engineer- 
ing Department of the College of Ag- 
ru iilture: noe part cement; three parts 
of clean, well-waded sand, (en pounds 
of lime per .sack of cement is used to 
intTea.se plasUnly of the mixture. Mix 
well and add enough water to make a 
plastic anil workable mixture.

Ramsay i'Donald 


of England Dead 


Famed Labor Leader and 


Ex-Premier .Succumbs 


at Age of 71 


LONDON, Ent'.- l/l') —J. Ramsay 


MacDonald, 71, who rose through la- 
bor's ranks from Scottish poverty to 
become thrice prime rnini.stcr of Great 
Britain, died suddenly Tuesday night 
aboard a cruise ship bound for South 
America. 


Dr. Alastair MacKinnon, MacDon- 


ald's son-in-law, received news by ra- 
dio of the death of Britain's first Labor 
prime minister. The man who was 
born the son of a Scottish farmer and 
spurned an earldom only this year, 
died aboard the steamer Reina del Pa- 
cificio at 8:45 p. in., apparently of a 
heart attack. 


Prime Minister Neville Chamberlain 


received news of his death shortly af- 
ter addressing the lord mayor's ban- 
quet in the Guildhall, the occasion at 
which only a year ago MacDonald suf- 
fered a sudden collapse. The body 
will be taken off the ship at Bermuda, 
where it is due November 15, and re- 
turned to England. 


In 1931 MacDonald formed his third 


government, a ccalition cabinet said 
then to have been necessitated by a na- 
tional emergency. Many of MacDon- 
ald's lifetime associates in the Labor 
movement and in his first two Labor 
governments broke with him, and he 
became bitterly hated by the Labor 
party. MacDonnld resigned and turn- 
ed over the premiership to Baldwin in 
1935 after a critical depression period 
had strained his health.

Wright i.s president of Union 


Air Terminal and Kimmcl was traf- 
fic manager. 


Earlier WriK'il and Kimmcl return- 


ed from a round of night-clubbing in 
Hollywood. Wright said he had brought 
Kimmcl home with him to "alibi" 
his tWright'si coming in .so late. 


Kiinmel died at a hospital eight 


hours after the shooting, which oc- 
curred about 4 a. m. Mrs. Wright, the 
former Evelyn McBridc. Chicago ael- 
iX'Sis, was dead upon arrival of police. 


"My wife had n jealous attitude 


toward me," Wright told police. "1 
somulimes had my friends vouch for 
my whereabouts when 1 was away 
from home for any length of time. So 
I a.skcd Kiinmel to drive me home 
last night to explain to my 
wife 


where we had been. 


"She w;i* waiting up for me when we 


Mnl home. I had nnolhcr drink and 
thru decided to lake a nap. 1 felt dopey 
and went into another room for a nap. 
1 don't know how long 1 slept, but 
\v'l:en 1 i;ol up ami started back to the 
living room, 1 heard Evelyn's voice. 
Then 1 saw them on the piano bench, 
(heir urms around each other. 


"1 saiil 'Well, what's all this?' Eve- 


lyn laughed and kissed Kimmcl again. 
Everything went white before my 
eyes— like a sheet of white fire. I ran 
and yot my gun and came buck and 
.shot them."

NEW YORK.—(A1)—New York City's 


first proportional representation elec- 
tion tally fast developed into a major 
vote fraud scandal as police Wednes- 
day impounded 3,000 more ballots in 
the Bronx.

• tries must now become agents of the Nazi social and economic 
"program. They must abandon "tin-German" points of view, 
accept the Nazi ideology and be prepared to "undergo all 
sacrifices and accept full responsibility" in the present strug- 


• gle of the German nation. 


This, of course, is nothing less than a demand that all 


•Germans live in countries like the United States must auto- 
matically hyphenate themselves. They must keep tongue in 
cheek when they take citizenship oaths abroad. They must 
dilute their new citizenship, and be prepared constantly to 
sell out the land o ftheir adoption on orders from Berlin. 
* * * 


•THAT any appreciable percentage of Germans in America 
1 will pay any attention to this screed in extremely doubt- 
ful. The tragic days of the World war showed that American 
citizens of German birth or descene were as loyal as any. Then 
as now, the government in Berlin made things pretty difficult 
for them by demanding that they go down the line for the 
gaiser on all occasions; but only a scattered handful paid any 
attention. 


But the point is that the Nazi government is commit- 


ting the same grave error that the kaiser's government com- 
. mitted. 


A plea of this kind harms the government that issues it. 


It compels other governments to be distrustful. In the 
amount of ill-will it raises it must inevitably react against its 
sponsors. 


Furthermore, it makes things bad for Americans of 


• German descent. 
America is a democracy—the very 


"antithesis of everything National Socialism stands for. Any 
-American who sets out to become an agent of the Nazi pro- j 
g?am, as General Goeririg urges, automatically ceases to be 
a -good American citizen. That is so obvious that General 
Goering's plea cannot fail to cast a shadow of suspicion on 
German-Americans generally—however little they may de- 
serve it as individuals,

•THERE is one thing more to be said. 
1 
: All of us, if we trace our ancestry back very far, are 


^Americans of foreign descent. If the descent is recent, we 
are bound to have a sentimental attachment for the old coun- 
try. That is perfectly natural, and the most ardent patriot 
cannot object to it. 


But any American who goes beyond that sentimental at- 


tachment and tries actively to transplant to this country the^ 
ideology of his fatherland—especially when that ideology is 
a. direct denial of America's most cherished ideals—is forfeit- 
ing his citizenship. He has no business here. He will sooner 
or later draw down on himself the reprisals of the American 
people. 


And any German-American who is tempted by General 


Goering's eloquence might bear that fict in mind.

Psoriasis Is an Annoying Malady Which Can Be 


Very Hard to Treat 


This Is the 17th of a seiies of art-

One of the most common of the .skin 


diseases is psoriasis. This condition 
occurs usually in people who are fair- 
ly well. It is distinctly a skin disease 
although it is believed to have some 
constitutional background. 


Psoriasis appears in people of any 


ager—from childhood to adult life. It 
may affect either men or women. Us- 
ually the condition gets better in the 
summer and worse in the winter 


Psordiaiis has been found from time 


to time associated with almost any oth- 
er disease, including particularly the 
rheumatic disease*. In the treatment 
of the condition it is necessary to con- 
trol the entire hygiene ot the individ- 
ual and sometimes, almost regardless 
of treatment, the condition occurs 
again and again. 


In psoriasis, dry, reddish,' rounded 


or oval patches appear on the body. 
usually on the backs of the arm» and 
the fronts of the legs as well as on the 
scalp. The condition may also spread 
to the palms or affect almost any por- 
tion ol the body although it i» more 
rare on the face. 


The typical psoriasi* usually skips 


the face but may extend slightly onto 


the forehead. The condition is more 
likely to be found on the backs of the 
hands than on the palms and the soles 
of the feet. 


In this condition the reddened spots 


become covered with scales which are 
of a mocher-of-pearl color. When the 
scales are removed, a tiny bleeding 
point will be seen where they have 
been attached. 


It is, of course, possible for a con- 


dition like psoriasis to be subjected to 
a ieconrlary infection, although this 
does not occur frequently. The cause 
stances there may be a hereditary in- 
of psoriasis is not known. In some in- 
fluencu. However, it is rather rare to 
see two or more cases in the same 
family. 


It has been suggested that the con- 


dition is in some way associated with 
diet, that it is caused by a parasite or 
an infection, that it is due in some 
manner to a wrong action of the 
glands, but none of these suggestions 
ha.s been proved to represent the ac- 
tual cause in the condition. 


It is possible by adequate treatment 


to bring about relief of psoriasis, at 
least for a while. This involves the 
application of a considerable number | 
of different preparations to the skin 
in various orders, depending on the 
response of the skin to the treatment.

Spare Child the Funeral 


Doctors who sec death often natur- 


ally begin to lose patience at our re- 
fusal to fice it, and among them we 
find the exponents of acceptance. "It 
is time," sakl a brilliant surgeon to me 
recently, "that children, adults, every- 
body learn to take a difcrcnt attitude. 
1 believe that the perpetual fo;ir of 
dying is responsible for seemingly 
irremediable illness, and for death it- 
self." 


As for children, lot us sec. Is it 


death itself, or the terrible drama that 
we make of it that leaves the child 
shuddering? It depends upon ago, of 
course, for older children pick up a 
defense in their growing knowledge 
that makes them le.ss susceptible to 
the impressions of the funeral nnd 
burial. 


It is the latter that leaves the most 


grievous impression on the young or 
emotional child's mind, so our ques- 
tion is answered. 


Therefore I believe that nearly all 


children should be spared the details 
of the grave. At least they should n«t 
witness the rites of 
burial. And, 


where possible, depending on the love 
involved, I suggest that they lie spared 
the scenes of extreme grief. In short. 
I think that funerals in general arc 
unfortunate experiences for children. 


Prepared For Truth 


Death cnn bo explained truthfully. 


There need be no fairy tale about it, 
except to the very young, who would 
not understand nnd might convert it 
into a monstrous terror. 


Today's children know more about 


death than yesterday's. They sec mov- 
ies. They read books. They get about. 
But one of the laws of all children's 
literature today is avoiding harrow- 
ing details. Tho child will not shud- 
der at truth but will long remember 
and long .suffer over explicit narra- 
tive. The same rule. I believe, should 
govern our handling of death. As the 
child grows, and mentality makes a 
fair foil for feeling, then he is more 
ready to stand the intimate contact, 
the sights and sounds that pass a lov- 
ed one on his way.

streets nnd highways. A "thorough 
study of traffic conditions and the 
causes and factors, involved in traffic 
accidents, leads to the inescapable con- 
elusion," according to Mr. Booth, "that 
this wastage of human life is absolute- 
ly unnecessary, and there i.s no valid 
reason why at least a life a day cannot 
be saved during the remainder of this 
year." 


It is the plan of the Highway De- 


partment to carry on as intensive edu- 
cational program as possible during 
tliis sixty day period. These who have 
hud long experience in safety work 
declare that one of the first essentials 
in an accident reducction program is 
to make people conscious of what is 
taking place and to educate them along 
the lines necessary to keep them out 
of trouble. Mr. Booth recommends to 
schools that during this period they 
levise plans for a long time program 
of driver training. The Stale High- 
way Department has been cooperating 
with schools for several -years in the 
conducting of safety programs and 
in helping those who desire to initiate 
courses of study in traffic safety. The 
Arkansas Automobile club has also 
made available to those high schools 
of the state which will use the ser- 
vice, text books and facilities of the 
American Automobile Association for 
leaching good driving. 


Police Enforcement 


Enforcement is equally necessary 


and Mr. Booth stales that the Arkan- 
sas State Police are being asked to 
redouble their efforts in warning and 
advising people regarding incorrect 
driving practices and if necessary to 
bar from the road, those who are un- 
willing to drive with consideralion 
for the other fellow. The Highway 
Department 
also 
recommends that 


county and municipal enforcement of- 
ficers give the fullest possible amount 
of time to the enforcement of sUite 
and municipal traffic laws in their 
respective jurisdictions. In speaking 
of enforcement of traffic laws, Mr. 
Booth points out the distinction be- 
tween a traffic violator and those who 
violate the criminal laws of the state, 
and emphasizes the fact that the traf- 
fic violator is generally not a crim- 
inal, but frequently includes the very 
best citizens, and while he must be 
dealt with firmly, he must be dealt 
with as a citizen and not as a crim- 
inal. Enforcement officers who have 
had long experitnco in the traffic field 
state that this distinction is very im- 
portant if there is to be the proper 
attitude of citizens generally for the 
observance of traffic laws. 


A large portion of the information 


which will be disseminated by the 
Highway Department during this cam- 
paign and which will be made avail- 
able to the public through the news- 
papers and radio, will deal with prac- 
tical driving information based around 
fundamentals found in the Arkansas 
Motor Vehicle Law, so that those 
who do not at present know how to 
drive as well as they should, may re- 
ceive some necessary information dur- 
ing the period Of this campaign. While 
.setting as the immediate objective, the 
reduction of accidents during Ihe next 
two months, Highway Department of- 
ficials point out that real safety on 
the highway involves a continuous 
program and that it is the intention of 
the Arkansas State Highway Depart- 
ment to give increased attention to 
the promotion of traffic safely during 


11U38. Il is expected that the momentum 


i attained during the shorl period in- 
volved in Ibis campaign will make it 


i possible to effect a more substantial 
i reduction next year.

Our .Economic Problems 


Editor The Star: Having read many 


articles of late pertaining to 
our 


present, economic upheaval it is but 
natural that I should wish to add a 
few suggestions. 


Through an intensive study of our 


economic condition by the Bookings 
Institute of Washington, D. C. aided by 
a grant from the Fullmer foundation 
of Pittsburgh, it has been established 
that during the period between 1922 
and 1933 our three major industries, 
agriculture, mining and manufactur- 
ing, suffered a voluntary reduction of 
20 per cent in output. It is, there- 
fore, argued that had these indus- 
tries continued at full capacity the 
purchasing power, as well as the 
standard of living among the masses, 
would have been maintained and our 
economic upheaval avoided. 


Always an advocate of maintaining 


equitable prices for farm products 
submit our cotton industry as an il- 
lustration. While production of for- 
eign cotton is a serious problem that 
mal later demand legislation, it is a 
well established fact that the price of 
cotton in the raw is still governed by 
the law of supply and demand and 
that without means of control our 
present crop of 18,000,000 bales would 
have produced less returns to the 
grower than a 10,000,000 bale crop. It 
is generally conceeded that the above 
industries pay far more for labor than 
the producer gets. Is it fair to place 
a heavier burden on the producer 
than for less returns? 


It may be noticed that during a de- 


cline or rise there is little parity be- 
tween tile rise or decline of cotton in 
the raw and in the finished article. 
During the depression when cotton 
was around five and six cents the 
cheap blue denim shirt could be pur- 
chased for 45 cents while during the 
life the the AAA and 12-cent cotton 
the same article could be bought for 
50 cents, an increase of above 100 per 
cent in the raw with an increase of 
only 10 per cent in the finished ar- 
ticle. It therefore follows that wert 
the producer in a position to furnish 
the material gratis this same shirt 
would cost the consumer 40 cents. The 
same with all cotton goods. 


The chief obstacles in the way of 


lower prices arc transportation, high 
cost of labor and machinery in man- 
ufacturing, the profits of the factory, 


iclent of the Metropolitan Life, testi- 
fied that they were not familiar with 
some of the details of the erorganiza- 
tion plan prepared by Missouri Pa- 
cific.

-MILWAUKEE, Wis.—This city has 
a-place for men who have no place to 
•go,, 
•.Six years of operation of the Mu- 
njcipal Social Center have convinced 
city authorities that it has been well 
worth maintaining, not only for the 
thousands it has helped, but for its so- 
cial effect on cutting down crime and 
in giving hopeless men new hope. 
• Unemployed men 
still 
roam the 


.streets of many cities, sick at heart, 
'sullen, resentful. Leaving their cheap 
flophouses in the morning, perhaps 
Without the decent clothes that would 
help them to land a job, they wander 
aimlessly or drift into the nearest 
barroom or pool hall with others in 
the- same situation. 


Materials, Tools 


'In Milwaukee, no man need do this. 


The city council took over an old four- 
story factory building, put it under 
supervision of the school board. 


A newspaper and magazine reading 


room -was installed. Card tables and 
three pool tables were set up. There 
is a piano which someone donated. 
Hot. and cold showers and gym facil- 
ities are available. There are puzzles, 
"checkers'and chess boards. 
..The third floor has a barber shop, 
tailor shop, woodworking shop and 
shoe-repair 
department. 
Men can 


mend their own clothes and shoes. 
Materials have been donated, boards, 
tools, old leather belting for shoe re- 
pairs.' A man who is handy with tools 
can. often make small objects to sell 
in the streets. 
/•From 8 a. m. to 9 p. m. these facilities j 
are open each day, under supervision 
of seven trained men. About 2000 use 
the center daily. The rules are sim- 
ple': "No drinking, gambling or dis- 
turbances." 


NQ Questions Asked 


: Everything is free. Though meals 
and lodging are not provided, it is 
precisely the blank spaces of "What 
shall I do?" and "Where shall I go?" 
that the Milwaukee institution fills. 


There you can always read, or find 


a partner for a game of pinochle or 
rummy. A time limit is the only 
restriction on the pool tables. The 
piano carries the open invitation: "Can 
you play a piano? Give us a tune."
